WHAT COMMIES SAID 51 YEARS 
AGO 


If you think most of the problems 
that beset the world and our nation 
today just happened that way; if you 
think it is a natural trend born of the 
modern age; if you think that it will 
suddenly all dissolve when we, the 
people, get tired of being bothered, 
then read an excerpt from a file on 
"Communist Rules for Revolution," 
published before 1919! The file was 
obtained by the armed forces inDus- 
seldorf, Germany. These were the 
instructions issued to those who 
were to bring about world revolution: 
"A. Corrupt the young, get them 
away from religion. Get 
them interested in sex. 
Make 
them 
superficial, 
destroy their ruggedness. 
B. 
Get control of all means of 
publicity and thereby: 
(1) Get people’s minds off 
their government by focusing atten­ 
tion on athletics, sexy books and 
plays, and other trivialities. 
(2) Divide the people into 
hostile groups by constantly harping 
on controversial matters of no im­ 
portance . 
(3) Destroy the people's 
faith in their natural leaders by hold­ 
ing the latter up to contempt, ridi­ 
cule and obloquy. 
(4) Always preach true de­ 
mocracy but seize power as fast and 
ruthlessly as possible. 
(5) By encouraging govern­ 
ment 
extravagance, destroy its 
credit, produce fear of inflation with 
rising prices and general discontent. 
(6) 
Foment unnecessary 
strikes in vital industries, encour­ 
age civil disorders, and foster a 
lenient and soft attitude on the part 
of government toward such disor­ 
ders. 
(7) By spacious argument 
cause the breakdown of the old moral 
virtues; honesty, sobriety, conti­ 
nence, faith in the pledged word, 
ruggedness. 
C. Cause the registration of all 
firearms on some pretext 
with the view of confisca­ 
tion of them and leaving the 
population helpless. " 
This quite definitive treatise was 
firstgiven public notice when it was 
printed in the Bartlesville, Oklaho­ 
ma, Examiner-Enterprise. Printed 
but no one gave it much thought. Just 
fifty-one years later those who were 
given the plan of attack can check 
full IOO percent success in their ef­ 
forts. We are sure there is now an­ 
other such set of instructions, going 
on from where these left off.

Farmers Told Early Certification 
ill Mean Early Payments

The internship will consist 
of one full semester of ob­ 
servation within the Police 
Department.

Jones County farmers who 
are taking part in the feed 
grain, wheat and cotton pro­ 
grams 
are being reminded 
that early compliance 
and 
early certification will mean 
early payments this year. 
John E. Nix, Chairman of 
the 
Jones County Agricul­ 
tural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation (ASO Committee, 
said that while farmers should 
certify compliance as soon 
as possible, they also must 
understand that acreage cer­ 
tifications are not to be made 
until they know they are In 
compliance with all program 
regulations. 
When a participant in a 
1970 farm program certifies 
compliance, he certifies ac­ 
curately to acreage in the 
program crops and to diverted 
acreage. 
He also certifies 
that he has complied with 
conserving 
base provisions, 
with regulations that apply 
if he has an interest in more 
than one farm, that the di­ 
verted acres on his farm are 
devoted to an approved con­ 
serving use, and that all other 
program requirements have 
been met. 


As soon as a program par­ 
ticipant certifies, the County 
ASCS Office begins processing 


papers for his full payment 
for 1970 program participa­ 
tion. Payments to producers 
will begin soon after July I 
and are expected to be com­ 
pleted by the end of August 
— the earliest date ever set 
for completion 
of program 
payments. 
After a farm has been certi­ 
fied to be in compliance with 
farm programs, it may be 
checked at any time to de­ 
termine 
if any errors were 
marie in certification. If er­ 
rors are found, the producer 
will be determined to have 
not fully complied and may 
lose some or all of his farm 
program payments. 
The Chairman said 
the 
County ASCS Office has re­ 
ceived instructions to keep 
up to date on farm control 
checks. 
A substantial number of 
farms in the county will be 
selected at random for these 
checks. Also, every farm in 
which an ASC Official has 
an interest will be checked. 
"Generally, 
the percentage 
of errors found is quite small 
and usually the result of care­ 
lessness or misunderstanding. 
We hope this year to find few­ 
er certification mistakes than 
ever before,” the ASC Com­ 
mittee Chairman said.

An estimated million dollars 
is expected from the area's grain 
crops and should be harvested by 
early next week, barring unfavorable 
weather. 
Even though the wheat and 
grain harvestwas slowed a few days 
because of rain it is estimated that 
90 per cent of the crop has been 
brought in. 
There was some cutting late 
Tuesday and combines were expect­ 
ed to be back in the fields at full 
swing by Wednesday evening, follow­ 
ing rains Friday, Saturday and Sun­ 
day. 
By Wednesday afternoon an 
estimated 495, OOO bushels of grain 
had been put in elevators with 450, 
OOO in wheat, 25, OOO in barley and 
20,000 in oats. It is expected that 
the crop will gross 550,000 bushels 
and will add close to a million dol­ 
lars to the area's economic status. 
Yields on wheat are averaging 
from 15 to 30 bushels to the acre 
which is much more than was first 
expected. 
Some of the grains are being 
stored at the farms for use in feeding 
and seed, but the 550, OOO bushel e s ­ 
timate is for the total crop. 
As far as can be determined, 
there was not an unusual amount of 
damage caused by the rain. About 
85 per cent of the crop had been har­ 
vested before the rains fell.
